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ABSTRACT 

The report from the House Committee on Education and 
Labor recommends the bill (H.R. 1454) to require institutions of 
higher education receiving federal financial assistance to provide 
certain information with respect to the graduation rates of student 
athletes. Background information is provided on the need for the 
legislation and an explanation of the bill by titles, including Title 
1 (student athlete right to know) and Title 2 (crime awareness and 
campus security,. The report also includes information on budgetary 
impact of the bill and a detailed section-by-section analysis. 
Changes made in existing law, specifically the Higher Education Act 
of 1965, Title IV — Student Assistance and the General Education 
Provisions Act, are noted. (DB)

In an era marked b\ increasing college costs and greater scruti- 
ny of our nations system of higher education, it is not surprising to 
find that parents and students are asking more "consumer orient- 
ed" questions before making the decision to attend a particular col- 
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lege or umvorMtv Recent reports of scandals in intercollegiate ath- 
letic pi -ams have led parents and student athletes to take a 
closer look at the institution and its athletic program before 
making a commitment to plav Articles about increases in crime 
and racial violence on college campuses have raised concerns about 
the safetv of students A report by a rraior education association 
indicates a decline m the quality of life on college campuses For 
parents and students, the decision on which college or university to 
attend has become far more complicated than simplv selecting an 
institution based on academic standards 

One of the major factors in choosing a school is that of cost For 
manv families, the cost of sending a child to college is one of the 
largest investments ever made outside of bu\ing the family home 
As v\ it h all major investments, families should have the opportuni- 
tv to ask questions about what j*ort of return they can expect from 
t heir investment 

The Student Right to Krv>w and Campus Security Act, as retitled 
bv Committee amendment, contains a series of provisions that will 
provide parents and students with additional information about ac- 
tivities on college campuses This legislation requires institutions of 
higher education to disclose to students, parents, and the Secretary 
of Education specific information about selected institutional poli- 
cies, activities and performance Each of the reporting areas were 
included as part of an effort to provide parents and students with a 
better sense of what is happening on individual school and college 
campuses 

Currently, colleges and universities provide prospective students 
and parents with a significant amount of information about what 
an institution has to offer College catalogues outline academic pro- 
grams, describe extra-curricular activities, and in general, offer a 
comprehensive description of the institution and its policies While 
such information is helpful to prospective parents and students in 
selecting an institution, it does not provide parents and students 
with anv quantitative means bv which they can assess the experi- 
ences of students who have chosen to attend a given institution in 
the past 

As amended. HR 11.~>1 requires institutions to provide informa- 
tion in the following areas 

Institutional graduation rates, 
Student athlete graduation rates, 
Intercollegiate athletic activity revenues 
Campus security policies, 
Campus crime statistics, and 

Information about the results of campus disciplinary hear- 
ings 

In addition, this legislation requires the Secretary of Education 
to work with the higher education community to develop additional 
definitions for measuring institutional outcomes 

All of taes measures are designed to provide students and pcr- 
enb with better information in selecting a postsecondary institu- 
tion The Committee notes that the information required'to be re- 
ported provides a limited perspective on overall campus life and 
cautions against the use of anv of the above data elements as a 
single indicator lor evaluating an institution 
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Title I ol H K 1 J">4 amende section to requite institutions of 
higher education that offer athletically related student aid to dis- 
close to students and report to the Secretary of Education informa- 
tion about the success of prior student athletes who attended the 
institution The legislation requires that the following information

For the put puses ot this section, the Committee defines gradua- 
tion rate to mean the percentage ot students with no previous colle- 
giate experience who enter a college or university as full-time, 
degree seeking students, in a specific year and graduate with a 
Bachelor's degree or the equivalent within five years The Commit- 
tee intends that the "aveiage" tour year graduation rate be calcu- 
lated bv combining into a single statistic the average graduation 
rate of the most recent four entering classes into a single statistic 

While the original intent ot the Committee was to require the re- 
porting of graduation data for all sports by sex and race, the legis- 
lation was modified to require the reporting of an average gradua- 
tion i ate bv race and sex in the following sports baseball, cross 
country track, ice hockev. and all other sports combined This 
modification was made in an effort to protect the anonymity of in- 
dividual student athletes 

The (Omnuttee believes that the educational record of a college 
is an important factor for student athletes to consider in selecting 
an institution The -strength ot an athletic program should be re- 
flected not onl\ in the record books but also by the graduation rate 
of former players Therefore, the Committee believes that student 
athletes will take into account graduation rates of former student 
athletes if that information is made available to them Because of 
the important role that parents, principals, coaches, and guidance 
counselors play in helping students make the best decision in 
choosing a college, this legislation requires that graduation rate 
data a'so be made available to the parents, principal, high school 
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coach, and guidance counselor of anv potential student who is of- 
fered athletically related student aid 

In an effort to make student athlete graduation rate data avail- 
able to the general public, this legislation requires the Secretary of 
Education to compile and publish a report containing the reported 
information broken down by individual institutions and athletic 
conferences The Committee recognizes that the reporting of grad- 
uation data, as defined by this legislation, may cause some difficul- 
ties for institutions with non-traditional educational programs. For 
example, many student athletes at the University of Utah and 
Utah State University interrupt their college education to serve as 
missionaries— for as long as two years The legislation provides for 
such special circumstances by encouraging institutions with similar 
special situations to provide potential student athletes and the Sec- 
retary of Education with supplemental information to clarify the 
graduation rate data 

Nothing in this legislation shall limit the ability of an institution 
to provide potential student athletes and the Secretary with sup- 
plemental information showing the graduation rate that includes 
students transferring in and out of the institution The Secretary 
shall ensure that such data is provided with comparable defini- 
tions 

The Committee recognizes that the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association has adopted internal reporting requirements for its 
member institutions While the NCAA reporting requirements are 
somewhat similar to those required by this legislation, the report- 
ing requirements differ in one significant aspect The NCAA does 
not require the reporting of average graduation rate data for such 
minor sports as baseball, cross country 7 track, ice hockey, and all 
other sports combined 

This legislation provides the Secretary with the authority to 
waive the requirements of this Act for any institution which is a 
member of an athletic association or athletic conference that vol- 
untarily publishes graduation rate data that is substantially com- 
parable to the information required by H R 1 454 The Committee 
recognizes that certain aspects of the NCAA reporting require- 
ments are similar to this legislation, however, for the purposes of 
exercising the waiver authority provided in this legislation, the 
Secretary shall not consider the reporting of graduation data for 
basketball and football broken down by various categories and the 
aggregate of all other sports combined as providing data that is 
substantially comparable to that required by H R 14,14 

The Committee intends that amendments made by this section 
take effect on Julv 1. \\)\)\ 

DISCLOSURE OF ATHI.KTK" AlTIVin RKVKNI KS AM) KXPKNWTUKKS 

College athletic programs have become an important aspect of 
the publics awareness of higher education, as well as, in many 
cases, major financial enterprises The Committee notes that there 
is little uniform and public information on the size of these pro- 
grams In addition, limited information is available about the 
impact that such programs have on the overall financial oepration 
of the institution For example, contrary to popular perception. 



most schools— even those with the highly successful athletic 
teams—are apparently money losers and must rely on the general 
revenues and other sources of funds A large portion of general rev- 
enues would be generated by student tuition and fees, which are 
paid in part by federal financial aid sources Uniform disclosure of 
information regarding the financial operations of college athletic 
Apartments to intercollegiate athletic activities will help to reflect 
the true costs and benefits of such programs Such information will 
also permit the general public, along with college and university 
administrators, and trustees to make better judgements as to the 
appropriateness of such activities at the institution 

H R 14,~>4 amends Section 4ST> of the Higher Education Act to re- 
quire institutions which offer athletically related student aid to dis- 
close to prospective and enrolled students information regarding 
the revenues derived from the institution s nthletic activities The 
following information must be reported on a form prescribed by the 
Secretary 

The total revenues and the revenues by sport, including as 
separate categories men's and women's sports, derived by the 
institution s athletic departments and athletic activities, 

The total expenditures and the direct expenditures by sport, 
including as separate categories men s and women's sports, r or 
such departments and athletic activities, and 

The tot^i revenues and expenditures of the institution for 
the same period 

The Committee intends that the Secretary shall work with repre- 
sentatives of the higher education community and athletic confer- 
ences in the development of any form used to provide the data re- 
quired under this section 

It is not the intention of the Committee that an institution 
report on its intramural or recreational programs for students, 
even though they may be administered by the same institutional 
department or division that administers the intercollegiate athletic 
program Because the intercollegiate program is administered and 
financed in different ways on different campuses, the Committee 
sought to use generic language in order to capture the total reve- 
nues and expenses from the intercollegiate athletic program, in- 
cluding where appropriate revenues and expenditures of the athlet- 
ics department which are included in that program 

The Coivaittee notes that although total athletics-related ex- 
penditures must be reported, this legislation requires the reporting 
of direct expenditures by sport Thus, for example, it is not neces- 
sary to allocate overhead expenses on a per sport basis, but only 
those expenses, such as equipment, uniforms or travel, that are in- 
curred specifically with reference to that sport The Committee rec- 
ognizes that by not reporting indirect costs, the true profitability of 
a given sport will be overstated or loss understated However, the 
allocation oi indirect costs such as overhead and depreciation 
would be unnecessarilv difficult and time-consuming 

The Committee intends that the Secretary shall collect the infor- 
mation required bv this section on an annual basis and will make 
it readily available to the general public 
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ADDITIONAL i;KNKRAL DISCLOSURE RK^l IRhMKNTS RELATING TO 
GRADUATION RATES 

Following twr days of oversight hearings on student athletics, 
the Committef - /eloped an interest in che need to provide gradua- 
tion rate data not only for student athletes, but for all students 
who attended postsecondary institution This interest was further 
heightened by the response to the Sectetary of Education's June 
5th regulation that required the reporting of such information for 
only vocational programs The Committee believes that all students 
should have access to graduation rates or completion rates regard- 
less of the type of institution he or she chooses to attend before any 
financial commitment is made to the institution As a result, H.R 
1454 includes a provision that requires institutions of higher educa- 
tion to provide students with such information 

The Committee recognizes the complexities of compiling gradua- 
tion and completion rate data, especially at large institutions 
Therefore, this legislation requires the report ng of an institutional 
graduation rate foi only full-time degree seeking students 

For the purposes of this section, a student will be considered to 
have completed or graduated if, within 150 percent of the normal 
tune for completion of the program, the student has completed the 
program or has enrolled in any program of another eligible institu- 
tion for whicn the prior program of study provides substantial 
preparation For example, if a student completes the first two years 
of study at a junior or community college and then enrolls in a 
four-year institution to complete the degree program, this student 
should be considered as graduating or completing the community 
college program for the purposes of the graduation rate calculation 

The Committee intends that institutions shali begin reporting 
such information beginning on July 1. and shall Continue to 

report it every year thereafter 

The Committee believes that the reporting of graduation rates 
will protect parents and students from institutions that encourage 
students to enroll but fail to focus on student retention as a part of 
providing a quaht> educational experience In addition, such infor- 
mation is especially important for first generation college students 
who have had little experience in dealing with institutions of 
higher education 

Because of the Committee's interest in developing other out- 
comes oriented measures for reviewing the activities of colleges and 
universities, this legislation requires the Secretary of Education to 
develop definitions and methodologies for evaluating the following 
areas 

Graduation or completion rates, broken down by individual 
school or academic division within the institution, 

The rate at which graduates of the institution pass applica- 
ble licensure or certification examinations required by the 
State of employment in a particular vocation, trade, or profes- 
sional field, and 

The rate at which graduates of occupationally specific pro- 
grams at the institution who enter the labor market following 
graduation or completion from such a program obtain employ- 
ment in the occupation for which they are trained 
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The Committee intends th.it the Secret, ir\ of Kdueation work 
closeK a it h representatives of the higher education commumtv in 
the development o! such definitions and methodologies In an effort 
to include the work of the Secretin \ and the commumtv in discus- 
sions regarding the reauthorization ot the Higher Education Act, 
this legislation requires the Secretaiv to provide the appropriate 
committees of the Congiess with an interim report on the progress 
made in developing su-'h definitions and methodologies no laen 
than October !,

On March 1 \ IMiiU the Subcommittee on Postsecondarv Educa- 
tion held .1 dav ot hearings on the Crime Awareness and Campus 
Security Act At that hearing the Subcommittee heard expressed 
the concerns of parents, students and the higher education commu- 
n it v regarding crime on college campuses There was a time when 
a college campus was considered to be a sanctuarv. a place where 
teaching, learning, md social exchange took place in an environ- 
ment that posed minimal danger to the personal safety of the 
campus commumtv However, as with societv m general, crime on 
campus has escalated from an infrequent occurrence to a subject of 
major concern for the higher education commumtv 

The Committee recogni/es that main institutions of higher edu- 
cation, with the support and encouragement from the national edu- 
cation association-, have taken significant stops to improve campus 
security and to make the campus cornmunitv aware of secuntv 
policies After listening to t he test imonv of witnesses the Commit- 
tee believes that all students deserve such protection One wav of 
protecting students arid other members of the campus commumtv 
from crimes on campus is to dispel the mvth that crimes do not 
occur on campus Students, iacultv and empioues of the institu- 
tion should he made awaie of the occurrence ot crimes committed 
on campus and should he familial with campus secuntv policies to 
make informed decisions about then own safetv 

Title II of this legislation amend* the Higher Education Act to 
require institutions to eertifv that thes have established a campus 
secuntv policv In addition this legislation requires m-itutions to 
disclose to cunent students, ernplovees and anv applicant for ad- 
mission or einplov.nent upon request the following information 
with respect current policies regarding campus secuntv and 
i ampus L 1 1 me st.it ,st ics

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Statistics concerning the number of arrests for the following

The Committee notes that the list of crimes to be reported is con- 
sistent with the requirements of the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion's Uniform Crime Reporting System. The Committee recognizes 
that some institutions are not eligible to participate directly in the 
UCR System because they are not recognized local law enforce- 
ment authorities Under the "Hate Crimes Statistics Act" the UCR 
system will be modified to include definitions of hate crimes In the 
interest of obtaining uniform crime statistics, including statistics 
on 4i hate crimes", on a national level, the Committee encourages 
all eligible institutions to participate in the UCR program 

This legislation also requires institutions to provide students 
with statements of policy regarding alcoholic beverage and drug 
use The Committee notes that other statutes and regulations cur- 
rently require institutions to provide students with information re- 
garding drug and alcohol policies Because of the high correlation 
between alcohol and drug abuse violations and the incidence of vio- 
lent crimes, the Committee encourages institutions to provide stu- 
dents with information regarding such policies on multiple occa- 
sions 

The Committee recognizes that many institutions currently in- 
corporate statements of policies as part of other campus publica- 
tions, such as a student handbook or the institution's catalogue. 
The Committee does not intend to require institutions to develop 
separate documents if the required information is provided in a 
publication that is made available as required by this legislation 
However, tne required reported information must be presented to 
the student collectively in a single section of such publication. 

This legislation requires institutions to make timely reports to 
the campus community about the occurrence of crimes described 
above to assist in the prevention of similar occurrences. The Com- 
mittee believes that members of the campus community need to be 
made aware of a crime committed on campus as soon as reasonably 
possible after the occurrence of the crime The timely notification 
of students, faculty, and employees will alert individuals to the po- 
tential that subsequent similar crimes could occur and will permit 
them to better protect themselves Institutions are encouraged to 
provide such notification through all forms of campus media. 

H R 14f>4 requires the reporting by institutions of statistics re- 
garding campus crimes that are reported to campus security au- 
thorities or to iocal police agencies As noted, the Committee recog- 
nizes that many campuses security authorities do not have local 
lavs enforcement authority Therefore, institutions are responsible 
for making every reasonable effort to collect statistics on crimes 
committed on campus, as defined by the Act, but which are report- 
ed to outside law enforcement agencies. It is not intended th it in- 
stitutions report statistics for offenses which occur outside of the 
campus, as defined by *he Act 

The Committee acknowledges that off-campus fraternities and 
other student organizational facilities are not within the jurisdic- 
tion of the campus police and crimes occurring at such locations 
will be handled by local law enforcement authorities However, be-

Title II of MR 1T)I requires each institution to submit to the 
Seeretarv a copv of the statistics made available to students In ad- 
dition this section ^poeiheallv prohibits the Seeretarv from requir- 
ing certain policies or practices ol institutions with respect to 
campus crimes or campus seeuritv The Committee does not intend 
the Seeretarv to in anv wav prescribe a Federal l\ mandated 
campus seeuritv pohev No single campus security system is appro- 
priate tor use bv all institutions The intent of this legislation is to 
encourage campuses to develop campus seeuritv policies and proce- 
dures whkh are appropriate to the unique conditions of the 
campus 

For the purposes of reporting under this section, the term 
campus is defined to irulude anv building or propertv owned or 
controlled bv the institution within the same reasonably contigu- 
ous geographic aroa and used bv the institution m direct support 
of or related to the educational purposes of the institution The 
Committee does not intend that crimes committed on major, public 
thoroughfares which are not under the control of the institution or 
the campus security authorities be included in statistic required to 
be reported bv this Vet 

The definition of campus further includes an> building or 
propertv owned or controlled bv student organizations that are rec- 
ognized bv the institution The Committee intend^ that such build- 
ings be located within the same reasonably eontigim^ geographic
